I'd easily 
pay $2.00 for this comic and a couple of 
my other favorites that sell for .75- 
$1.00. (But don’t get any nasty ideas.) | 
would complain about your bi-monthly 
schedule but seeing that its already 
taken care of, | thank you for this mas- 
terpiece.

Send 
me $14.95 and I'll send you this way rad 
Malibu Beach shirt ! picked up last 
week-end. 

As for the $1.95 cover price, the 
number of pages of art and story don't 
enter into the equation. Marvel and DC 
titles appeal to between 100,000 and 
400,000 readers, both through the direct 
sales market and newsstand distribution 
(Dinosaurs is sold only through the 
direct market). With that volume, they 
can afford to sell for $1.00 a copy. 

Dinosaurs For Hire, on the other 
hand, is not designed to appeal to the 
average Marvel head who needs his fix 
of capes and “heros with real problems” 
{although if it does, it's appreciated) and 
it's moderately lower sales volume 
necessitates the higher price. : 

Besides, at a buck ninety-five, you 
have less money to spend on crack. 

Now if you knew, say, 40,000 
more fans like yourself, we could talk.
